Medicine's Victory. 


Medical science has achieved another victory and anthrax, 


a serious disease, has been eliminated from the maladies that 
afflict the human race. 


'Horsehair shaving brushes have been found to be the cause 


of anthrax's spread. When the disease was at its height in the 
years'1919 and 1920 medical men who were studying the 
plague went into the open market and bought various kinds 
of shaving brushes which they suspected of carrying the dead- 
ly germ. Those made of horsehair, when examined, were 
found to contain the anthrax germ in seven per cent of the 
cases. Legislation was called in to aid the serum which was 
'devised to combat the disease and the manufacture of horse- 
hair shaving brjishes has been generally banned.

Washington, Oct. 5.—With the use 


of radio and t\'lre telegraphy the De- 
partment o£ Agriculture has estab- 
lished the roost complete and efficient 
market news service to farmers and 
other agricultural Interests developed 
anywhere in the world. 
Farmers in 


practically any'section of the country 
can now receive reports of agricultural 
prices and movements at the leading- 
market centers the same day, and in 
many cases within a few hours after 
the news develops. Trained market 
reporters in the markets collect the in- 
formation and file it Cor 
immediate 


dissemination by telegraph and radio. 


Agricultural reports are now being 


broadcast by radio telegraph as well as 
by radio- telephone direct from the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
at Washington through the Arlington 
radio station. The new service is de- 
signed to-, speed up the dispatching of 
market news and is the result ot co- 
operative arrangements with the navy 
department to establish remote con- 
trol stations in the Department of 
Agriculture. 


A similar .remote control station was 


recently 'established in the San Fran- 
cisco office of the department for the 
broadcasting of market 
advices 
by 


radio telegraph.through the navy sta- 
tion at San Francisco. The New Or- 
leans and Great Lakes stations of the 
navy department broadcast agricultur- 
Agriculture offices at New Orleans and 
al reports received from Department o£ 
Chicago.
